Three Ceremonies Held. 


Who can say how many: pedple 
stood under the funeral sky to watch 
the last parade of the man who won 
the war? There may have been’ a 
million—there. were probably more, 
many of whom stood in line since 
last night to pay their respects to the 
man to whom France today: said 
“Merci et adieu.”’ 

First, there was the service at the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame, the heart 
of France’s faith, where had gone 
so often to worship the «man to 
whom religion was the greatest 
thing in his personal life. Then 
there was the funeral . procession 
down the. Rue de Rivoli, through the 
Place de la Concorde, up the Champs 
Elysées, across the Pont Alexandre 
III to the Invalides... Here,the last 
respects were paid ‘to the Marshal by 
the head of France’s government be- 
fore the Marshal was laid in the crypt 
in the Invalides. |

about at any Anglo-American affair 
,was the century of peace along the 
3,000-mile Canadian frontier. 

The Duke of Connaught, : president 
of the Pilgrims of Great Britain, now 
abroad, sent a telegram saying he 
hoped Mr. Houghton was as sorry to 
leave as England was to Jose him. 

Ambassadors of eight powers ‘in 
Europe, South America and Asia 
Were at the guest table, and; in be- 
half of all of them, the French Am- 
bassador, M. de Fleuriau, bade god- 
speed to Mr. Houghton. 

The American Ambassador in his 
speech, after stating that’throughout 
his four years’ sojourn in London he 
had met nothing: but sympathetic 
understanding and fair play in deal- 
ing with the British Government on 
all questions on which the two coun- 


tries differed, said that this ‘experi- 
ence confirmed his belief that no 
serious misunderstanding could long 
divide the two nations.

Rules Lifted for Debate, 


‘The action :toward impeachment 

followed the most sensational session 
in the history of the Louisiana/Legis- 
lature, when last night. the first ef- 
fort of the forces of. Governor. Long 
to bring about an adjournment re- 
sulted in a mélée in which. several 
members of the House suffered cuts 
and bruises in a general fisticuffs. 
, When the motion to adjourn was 
introduced today, its sponsor, Repre- 
sentative. Ellender of. Terrebonne 
Parish, removed the bars to debate, 
ordinarily .not. permitted. on. such 2@ 
motion.. The House then heard more 
than two hours of argument by sev- 
eral former pro-Long men to the ef- 
fect that to end the session without 
giving Governor Long an opportunity 
to defend himself would: redound to 
the disgrace of the State. 

In addition to the charge of suborn- 
ing murder, the impeachment articles 
charge that the Governor has unlaw- 
fully used the militia to subordinate 
civil authority; through himself and 
State boards controlled by him has 
misused, misapplied and. misappro- 
priated funds of the State; has re- 
moved public school officials for po- 
litical purposes; has used his ap- 
pointive power with the hope of in- 
fluencing the judiciary of the State 
and has publicly boasted that he 
controlled ‘the judiciary. 

Also that'the Governor habitually 
carries concealed weapons; that he 
unlawfully. paroled a prisoner from 
the State Penitentiary; has. been 
guilty of gross misconduct in public 
places, and deported himself in a 
scandajous and indecoroug maoner 
at ‘an entertainment in New Orleans 
on Feb, 12. 

In addition to the impeachment 


resolution, four others were intro- 
duced calling upon the Governor to 
submit to the Legislature an itemized 
statement of the disposition of ‘cer- 
tain funds dispensed: by him and to 
furnish a list of all State loans made

MEXICO CITY, March 26.—Rebei 
forees in Sinaloa are in full retreat 
before the Federal advance to ‘the 
relief of. Mazatlan, according to of- 
ficial Teports,at.Chapultepec Palace 
today, and the most immediate pros- 
pect of. a battle is now in Chihua- 
| hua, perhaps .at Bachimba Pass, if 
ithe insurgents decide to make a 
stand there.

The greatest handicap in the Fed- 
eral drive in Chihuahuaso far/ has 
been the completeness of the raflroad 
wreckage; whichis a> problem that 
is understood to face: the, Federals in 
Sinaloa. also... It is. said that Gen- 
erals Roberto Cruz and, Ramon F. 
Iturbe, the rebel commanders there, 
are repeating the tactics of General 
J. Gonzalo Escobar, the rebel gen- 
eralissimo, in destroying tracks and 
bridges. 

Details: of the first aerial combat 
ever fought in Mexico were ‘received 
at Chapultepec Palace in dispatches 
from General Carillo at Mazatlan 
tonight. General Carillo _ reported 
that Lieutenant Jorge Liernas, in a 
federal plane, had’ met and defeated 
a rebel aviator at 4,000 feet over 
Venedailla, near Mazatlan, on Sun- 
day. The rebel plane is reported: to 
have. crashed. 

General Carillo said he believed the 
rebels were cut off north of Culiacan 
by extreme damage to the rail lines 
and he had hopes of forcing them 
into battle soon in that. vicinity.

are that the rebels: are: now-;at La 
Cruz, half way to Culiacan, and that 
the ‘only insurgent force still’ in the 
vicinity of Mazatlan is a small rear- 
guard of not more. than.

Any discussion ‘of the case 
which. may be necessary . with the 
government of the United States will 
be conducted by the Canadian Min- 
ister, who has already inquired’ at 
the State Department concerning the 
incident.

Many Finance Bills Reported. 
In the meantime the Senate Finance 
Committee late this afternoon report- 
ed an array of financial bills, pro- 


viding for appropriations contained 
in spe measures which cannot be 
considered until the supplementary 
budget bill has been acted upon.

The Republicans will approach the 
final conflict with the vernor at 
the regular session presenting a 
solid front.

ing fiscal year and the same rate 
of construction of: public. institu- 
tions is maintained, a deficit will

A deficit can. be avoided in one 
of three ways: First the elimi- 
nation of building of the necessary 
hospitals and similar institutions 
for the care of the wards of the 
State; second, the |imposing ‘by 
next year’s Legislature of a new or 
additional tax to cover the deficit;

The other bond issue upproved in 
1927 can only be spent at the rate 
of $10,000,000 a year and must con- 
tinue to take care of new prisons, 
bridges, office buildings, normal 
schools, State armories and similar 
absolutely. necessary State func- 
tions. For the next three years it 
is practically all pledged for pub- 
lic works already under way which 
must, of course, be completed. 


Sees Menace in Overcrowding. 


The Commissioner of Mental Hy- 
giene has today given me figures 
shovring that the State hospitals 
for the insane are now overcrowd- 
ed by 10,000 patients. Within the 
next seven years the natural in- 
crease due to the growth of popu- 
lation will give us approximately 
27,000 more patients than the pres- 
ent hospital capacity. There are 
now under construction accommo- 
dations for eg 7,000 patients. 
This’ means that ok 1936 we can 
expect to have 20, more patients 
than beds. f 

Hospitals cannot be built in a 
month or a year. We have a defi- 
nite situation to face.

the: number of cities participating 
in the contest was 374, the largest 
since the contest was —— 
The competing cities are divided into 
five classifications, according to pop- 
ulation. The winning cities were se 
lected by a committee for the best 
fire preventiou records in their 
classes, with Detroit having the high- 
est rating in all classes. 

Definite progress in the elimination 
of fire waste was shown in the re- 
ports submitted by competing cities 
with a combined population of 27,- 
500,000. Property loss from fire in 
fhe contest cities showed a decrease 
of $13,559,790, about 20 per cent be- 
low the annual average loss of these 
cities for five years. 

The per capita loss in the contest

Executives” of leading ofl compa- 
nies began arriving here yesterday 
for the meeting, which will be held 
today at the institute’s offices, 250 
Park Avenue. All of the large com- 
panies will be represented. Sir 
Henri Deterding, managing director 
of the Royal Dutch Company, “will 
attend by special invitation of the 
institute. 

E. B. Reeser, president of the Pe- 
troleum Institute, who will preside 
at today’s meeting, arrived yester- 
day. Speaking of the general con- 
servation program, he said the ‘‘co- 
operation of the various producing 
districts is marvelous. 

“T was optimistic over ithe outlook 
from the start,’’ he said, “‘but never 
expected that the work would pro- 
gress in the rapid manner that it 
has.

Quote Bryan Protest in War. 


The twelve-mile limit, it was as- 
serted, has been created only by 
American domestic law and not by 
international law. In support of this 
contention, diplomats pointed to a 
note sent by William Jennings Bryan, 
when he was Secretary of State, to 
Great Britain on Dec. 26, 1914, pro- 
testing against alleged British en- 
croachments on American neutral 
rights in the methods adopted in 
searching and seizing contraband in 
United States vessels in the early 
months of the World War. Secre- 
tary Bryan wrote: 

“This government cannot without 
protest: permit American ships or 
American cargoes to be taken into 
_British ports and there detained for 
the purpose of searching generally 
for evidence of contraband, or upon 
presumptions created by special mu- 
nicipal enactments which are clearly 
at variance with international law 
and practice.”’ 

The reference was to the British 
Orders in Council, which the United 
States held were in contravention ve 
international law, and it was argued 
today that the rule was applicable in 
the case of the I’m Alone.

Status of Ship Liquor Treaty. 


Whether the ship liquor treatly will 
figure prominently in the case prob- 
ably will depend upon whether an 
effort is made by the United States 
through that compact to justify the 
beginning of the hot pursuit of the 
I’m Alone within one hour’s steam- 
ing distance from the shore.

A final report of the Coast 
Guard is awaited by the State De- 
partment. When it is received a 
statement will be transmitted to Min- 
ister Massey. The Canadian and 
British diplomatic missions are also 
awaiting a report om the British 
Consul at New Orleans... When all 
these statements are in hand, detailed 
reports will be made by the British 
and Canadian diplomats to their 
Foreign Office_.

Discusses Sinking, of Rum-Runner 
in Moderate ‘Tone.

WHERE FOCH WILL REST. 
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Invalides Old Soldiers’ Home, Its 
Chapel Tomb of Great Warriors. 


PARIS, March 26 (#).—The edifice 
where. Marshal Foch’s. last journey 
ended today is known as the Hotel 
des Invalides or ‘Old Soldiers’ 
Home.”’ 

Officers and men who fought in 
the campaigns of Louis XIV against 
Spain, Austria and England, the men 
who resisted the attacks of allied 
Europe on the infant French revolu- 
tion and the ‘‘grumblers’’ -of Na- 
poleon’s grand army, spent here 
their declining vears: The remain- 
ing veterans of the War of 1870 as 
well as many blinded-and maimed 
soldiers of the great war are now 
quartered in the Invalides. 

Under the golden dome of its 
chapel, alongside Napoleon and Na- 

oleon’s brothers, . Jerome: and 
— next to Marshal Vauban and 
across:an aisle from the monuments 
containing the remains of the great 
Turenne and the heart of Latour 
d’Auvergne, the tomb of Foch will 
recall to future generations the his- 
tory of the Third French Republic 
and the greatest of all wars. 

Louis XIV built the Invalides and 
Napoleon richly endowed it at atime 
when he could little foresee the cir- 
cumstances in which he himself 
would be taken there. 

Napoleon, during -his -first years- of 
repose there, had as a guard ‘of 
honor, men who had fought under 
his command. It will be likewise 
with Foch. 

The Invalides is better -known to 
American . tourists. as: ‘‘Napoleon’s 
tomb,’’ and is perhaps the most 
visited monument of Paris. -The Hm-

Three. Princes, Three.Cardinals and 
Soldiers From .Al! the Allied 
Armies Join in Tribute.

PARIS, March 26.—Historians will 
search in vain through all the 700 
-years-of the history of Notre Dame 
Cathedral for a religious ceremony 
of deeper meaning and more .com- 
pelling interest than that which this 
morning marked the Church’s fare- 
well to Marshal Foch. Yet with all 
the profound ceremonial which the 
Catholic mass for the dead implies, 
there was a leaven of simplicity 
throughout, gracefully in harmony 
with the Church’s illustrious son. 
whose striking characteristic was 
humility. 

Instead of the usual high mass of 
requiem, low mass was read by the 
abbé of the Marshal’s parish church, 
as red robed cardinals and bishops 
knelt in prayer. Only forty-five min- 
utes were necomee to conclude the 
mass, but those three-quarters of an 
hour will remain always as one .of 
the most moving experiences of the 
fortunate 5,000 who, by virtue of the 
importance of their offices, were per- 
mitted to enter the Gothic edifice. 


Great Notables Attended. 
Certainly, no death in modern 


distinguished assemblage of world 
figures than the representatives of 
twenty nations and hundreds of mil- 
lions of people who bowed for the 
last time betore the mortal remains 
of the great soldier. Eleven of those 
nations were associated with Marshal 
Foch and France in the life and 
death struggle of the World War. 
and it was, indeed, fitting that the 
Soldiers and diplomats. of those 
eleven. countries should have been 
present. It was equally inevitable 
that the whole scene within the his- 
toric. cathedral should bring back 
vividly. the days of the World War, 
and the period immediately following 
the allied victory. 

Although profusely hung from arch 
and nave and before the massive 
doors,:the sombre black of deep 
mourning was more than offset by 
the stores of French flags draped 
high above the gold and black cata- 
falaue upon which reposed the pine 
coffin..of Marshal Foch. Even the 
coffin itself was entirely covered by 
the Tricolor. Add to this, the vivid 
patches of crimson of the British 
Field Marshals, and the purple and 
red of the high dignitaries of the 
church and one may obtain an im- 
ression of a scene which was as 
mspiring as it was unusual. 


Scene Veiled by Fog. 


A delicate Spring fog, which ob- 
secured. the sun outside, entered the 
cathedral just sufficiently to lend a 
further air of sadness. Hundreds of 
electric lights burning low through 
the haze, nevertheless, brought out in 
relief the hundreds of French and 
allied uniforms in the centre aisle. 

To name all the distinguished per- 
sons in.the church would mean print- 
ing a list of nearly all the 5,000 pe.- 
sons present, but in indicating a few 
one may realize the importance of 
the others. 

Silently and with no ceremony, the 
body of Marshal Foch was moved 
from one of the little chapels on the 
right of the cathedral to a place be- 
fore the main altar at 7:30 o’clocx 
this morning. Only a few priests 
were present. Soon after 8 the 
doors of. the great church were 
thrown open, and invited guests be- 
gan immediately to arrive. Those 
who were not in uniform came in full 
dress and the black vest prescribed 
for national funerals. 

Madame Foch and the Marshal's 
two daughters and two little grand- 
children reached the church at 8:30 
and were escorted to the first pew 
on the right of the catafalque. In 
rapid succession, Marshal Joffre and 
all the other Marshals of France 
came and took their places beside the 
coffin. Ambassador Herrick, who 
was the personal representative of 
President Hoover, received a place 
of honor near the family of the Mar- 
shal, and General Pershing, as one 
of the pallbearers, was also in a front 
pew. 

At ten minutes before nine, the 
Cardinal Archbishop of Paris walked 
to the main door to receive the Presi- 
dent of the Rrench Republic, who 
was escorting the Prince of Wales. 
The heir to the British throne. who 
was dressed in the colorful uniform 
of a colonel of the Grenadier Guards, 
then walked slowly up the main aisle. 
On his left was President Dou- 
mergue, and preceding him was Cardi- 
mal Dubois. this time Premier 
Poincare, Aristide Briand, Foreign 
Minister, the entire Cabinet, all the 
members of the Senate and Cham- 
ber of Deputies, high courts, the 
diplomatic corps and special envovs 
of rulers and chiefs of state had as- 
sembled in the church. 

Besides the Prince of Wales, who 
represented the King of England, 
there was Prince Charles of Brahant, 
representing the Kine of the Bel- 
gians, and Field Marsha! - Lord 
Methuen, who is 85 years old. and 
came as the representative of the 
Duke of Connaught. Lord Methuen 
is the senior British Field Marshal. 
but his lameness and advanced age 
did not prevent him later from walk- 
ing the full route of the procession 
to the Invalides. 

With Lord Methuen were Field 
Marshals Lord Plumer, Lord Ahen- 
by and Sir George Milne, all repre- 
senting the British Army; then Air 
‘Marshal Sir. Hugh Trenchard. Ad- 
mirals of the Fleet Earl Beatty and 
Lord Wester* Wemyss, and Vice Ad- 
miral Vernon Haggard. General Sir 
Frederick Maurice ,.represented the 
British former soldiers, and General] 
Sir Robert Hutchinson, -Mr. Lloyd 
George. Lieut. Col. George Vannier 
was the special envoy of the Cana- 
dian Army and the Twenty-second 
Royal Quebec Regiment, of which 
Marshal Foch was an honorary 
Colonel... } 

Besides all these, there were special 
officers and representatives of Italy, 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Rumania. 
Yugoslavia. Portugal.and Latvia. and 
a,number of countries which did not 
participate in the late conflict. 

Promptly at 9 o’clock Abbé Ver- 
drie began reciting the low mass,

POINCARE GRIPS HEARERS 


Speaks of Grandeur and Simplicity 
of Foch’s Genius Before Body 
Is Laid in Its Tomb,

PARIS, March 26.—Before the gates 
of Les Invalides, where he will rest 
forever among those he loved, Mar- 
shal Foch held his last review. today. 
There, all the allied armies.and that 
army of France into which, after 
four years of war, he breathed the 
new breath of victory, gave their 
last salute. There, too, France, 
through the mouth of that other 
great servant, Premier Poincaré, 
President of the republic during 
those tragic years of war, paid her 
last homage. 

Slowly, across the wide Alexander 
Bridge and the Place des Invalides, 
the funeral procession wound to the 
hall before the gates of the Pension- 
ers’ Hospital, which is also the burial 


place of France’s most illustrious sol- 
diers. Quick hands unhitched the 
horses from the gun carriage which 
bore the coffin, and in silence the 
escort moved on to take rank else- 
where, while all those who had ac- 
companied it from the Cathedral of 
Notre Dame took their places in the 
grand stands to the right and left. 


Notables Watch From Stands. 


In one section was Mme. Foch, 
with her two daughters, Cardinals 
and Bishops, all the Marshal's 


friends. In the other, President Dou- 
mergue took his seat with the Prince 
of Wales and Prince Charles of Bel- 
gium on his right and Premier Poin- 
caré on his left, and behind and be- 
side him all the other members of 
the government, Deputies, Senators, 
Marshals of France, British Field 
Marshals . Generals Pershing and 
Harts, Ambassadors of all the coun- 
tries represented in Paris, French 
judges in their scarlet and ermine 
members of the Academié 
Francaise, to which Marshal Foch 
belonged, in their black and green 
uniforms, and officers of all the 
the allied and associated nations. 

As the procession began to arrive 
the sun, which had been shining, was 
covered with a cloud, and a faint 
mist gathered. But as Premier Poin- 
caré stepped to the tribune between 
the place where the coffin lay and 
the gates of the Invalides it cleared 
away. His was the only — To 
many thousands amon e eect 
tors all along the route.it was clearly 
audible over the loud speakers, as 
had been also the whole service at 
Notre Dame, and many in the Place 
de la Concorde and elsewhere, where 
the procession had passed, stopped to 
listen. It was 12 o’clock when the 
Premier began to speak, and during 
the whole half hour in which he re- 
told the story of the dead Marshal’s 
service to his country and the world, 
ho one in that vast audience moved. 


Poincaré Lauds Career. 


“It. is.only now that he has passed 
away,’ he said, ‘‘that we realize that 
this flame which has gone out was 
one of the most ardent, one of the 
purest which has ever thrown its 
light across the world. 

“He had all the essential charac- 
teristics of a hero,’’ thc Premier con- 
tinued. ‘‘valor, magnanimity, natural 
kindliness, vivacity, enetration, 
grandeur and the simplicity of ge- 
nius. Above all, he possessed that 
inestimable gift of piety. More than 
any man, he knew that in doing great 
things one must think only of doing 
the right and leave the glory to come 
after the good. 

‘“‘Without having sought honor, he 
was carried to the command of mil- 
lions of men of many nations, and 
he led a whole people into battle with- 
out pride, but with a feeling of moral 
obligation, not for conquest but for 
the deliverance of his invaded coun- 


ry. 

‘‘He had no other ambition than to 
serve. He sought no other reward 
than the feeling of duty well done. 
That is why the grief which we feel 
today is not only the grief of those 
who knew him and loved him, of 
those who saw him at work and 
served under his orders. It is the 
grief.of all France and of the great- 
«st part of civilized humanity.’ 

In a rapid but complete manner 
Premier Poincaré retold the history 
of the Marshal’s life and his charac- 
ter as shown in those maxims which 
he inculcated into the War College 
when he was. at its head—‘‘War is a 
test of moral force; battle is the 
struagie of two wills; victory is moral 
superiority on the part of the victor 
and moral a on the part of 
the conquered.”’ 


Tells of Foch During War. 


~“Tt was by a sort of divination that 
in those uncertain hours of peace,”’ 
the Premier said, ‘(Georges Clémen- 
ceau had summoned this man to di- 
rect the war school of the nation.’’

TWO USE ONE PISTOL 
IN A DUEL ON ROOFS 


Policeman Seriously Wounds 
Chauffear in Battle on 
‘Pigeon Row.’ 





Both using the same pistol, a 
patrolman and a chauffeur fought a 
strange duel yesterday afternoon on 
the rooftops of ‘‘pigeon row,’’ a block 
between Fifty-sixth and  Fifty- 
seventh Streets and Eighth and Ninth 
Avenues. The. chauffeur was prob- 
ably fatally wounded. Oddly, al- 
though only one coop of birds re- 


mains on ‘‘pigeon row,”’ pigeons seem 
to the detectives to be inextricably 
involved in the affair. 

The policeman, James Martin of 
the West Sixty-eighth: Street station, 
declares he had gone from his home 
at 447 West Fifty-sixth Street to the 
roof of 433 where a cousin keeps the 
one remaining pigeon coop on the 
row. Looking out across the roofs, 
Martin says, he saw a man who held 
what appeared to be a pistol in his 
hand. He went down to the street 
and climbed to the roof of the house 
in West Fifty-seventh Street. 

The man he found there was Wil- 
liam Burns, 29 years old, a pigeon 
fancier who works as a chauffeur 
and lives at 351 West Twenty-seventh 
Street. Martin says he started to 
question Burns concerning his pres- 
ence on the roof. Burns pulled a 
pistol from his pocket. Martin, who 
was off duty and unarmed, dodged. 
Burns fired and . missed, then 
dropped his weapon and ran out to 
another:roof: Martin picked up the 
pistol and fired at the running chauf- 
feur. He hit him in the right side. 

Burns escaped to the street, man- 
aged to walk a half block to the 
Knapp Memorial Hospital at Tenth 
Avenue, and coilapséd’in ‘the lobby. 
After a hasty examination he was 
removed to the Roosevelt Hospital 
and operated on after a brief ques- 
tioning by detectives. He told them 
that he had been shot by an un- 
known assailant as he walked in 
West Fifty-seventh Street. The po- 
lice say that Burns served a term 
four years ago for burglary. 

Meanwhile, Martin, not knowing 
his shot had taken effect, searched 
near-by buildings for Burns. At 5 
o’clock he went to the West Forty- 
seventh Street station and reported 
the shooting. At Roosevelt Hospital 
he positively identified Burns. The 
chauffeur was arrested on a charge 
of felonious assault, although he is 
not expected to live.

Hugo Zacchini Does His Circus 
Act in Bronx Field for 150 
Photographers. 





Overcoming a natural modesty for 
the sake of the permanent record, 
Hugo Zacchini, by profession a hu- 
man projectile and a feature of the 
Ringling-Barnum & Bailey Circus, 
permitted himself yesterday morning 
to be shot from a cannon in the open 
air.

No such bold and explicit repudia- 
tion of the old-style Republican or- 
ganization in the Southern States 
has ever come from the lips of a 
Republican President as the one’ ut- 
tered by Mr. Hoover yesterday. We 
have it straight and authentic. His 
own language is cited. There are no 
roundabout ambiguities of second- 
hand information, or first-hand thin- 
ly clouded, but the President speaks 
direct: Confining himself for the 
moment to the organized Republican 
party in three Southern States, he 
roundly declares that it is. there a 
mere basis for huckstering in Fed- 
eral offices. It has no respect from 
the decent people of those States. 
It misleads the Federal authorities 
and cheats applicants for office. It 
is a vulgar and mercenary little 
oligarchy with which President Hoo- 
VER will have nothing to do. 

By contrast he paints in brighter 
colors the much improved Repub- 
lican organization in the border 
States and in Virginia and North 
Carolina. Here he finds a model for 
the others. The best citizens of the 
South must be drawn to the Repub- 
lican party. Its leaders and man- 
agers and office-holders must be of 
a kind to commend themselves to 
the “highest type of citizenship.” 
The idea that Federal offices can be 
made the subject of barter and sale 
must be abandoned. Unless the cor- 
rupt Republican leaders in the South 


change their methods, the Hogver. 


administration will not consult them 
in the allotment of patronage in 
their States, but will turn to other 
sources of information about candi- 
dates. In short, the President’s out- 
spoken statement is very like read- 
ing the riot act to the kind of Re- 
publican leadership which has cursed 
the party in the South for many 
years. 

Obviously President HOOVER has 
high hopes of breaking down sec- 
tional lines and building up a strong 
and respectable Republican party in 
the South. This aspiration of his 
was visible in the campaign speech 
which he made in Tennessee. It is 
now more sharply revealed and 
made official. He clearly fore- 
shadows a Republican party in the 
South almost as purely a white 
man’s party as is the Democratic 
purty there. This is pretty sure to 
of“znd and excite negro committee- 
men in the South and negro leaders 
everywhere. They will protest that 
Mr. HOOVER has become a “lily 
white,” and is prepared to acquiesce 
in the suppression of the colored 
vote. [If the resulting disappoint- 
ment and soreness continue up to 
the eve of the next Republican Na- 
tional Convention, and if it is then 
a@ question of excluding colored dele- 
gates, a heavy political price may 
yet be paid by Mr. Hoover, if he is a

WIDENING THE MARGINAL SEA. 


By public law a nation’s jurisdic- 
tion at sea does not reach beyond 
a@ marine league from its coast. For 
purposes of revenue, originally to 
prevent transshipments of foreigh 
goods without. pdying duties, a juris- 
diction of tour leagues was assume}.

Unless the I’m Alone can be 
proved to have been, actually or con- 
structively, within one marine league 
of the shore, the material for a long 
and pretty discussion is at hand.

UNCLE SAM, PUBLISHER. 


In the last number of the Ilinois 
Law Review, Professor JOHN H. 
WIGMORE writes pungently of what 
he calls. “Government by Secret 
Diplomacy.” It is a fetching title, 
but all that he means by it is that 
Washington is terribly slow and be- 
lated in printing, or making public, 
in any easily accessible form, the 
records of our recent diplomacy. 
The story is familiar. Publication 
by the State Department of the 
“ Foreign Relations” volumes is far 
from up to date. We are about 
eleven years behind the times, as the 
volume for 1918 is only now in press. 
There is similar tardiness in making 
public the treaties actually in force. 
The last collection was issued in 
1923, although since that time some 
eighty new treaties or conventions 
have been signed. To discover what 
they are it is necessary to search the 
“Statutes at Large,” in a dozen or 
more volumes, or else to wade 
through the pages of the Congres- 
sional Record. Mr. WIGMORE’S com- 
ment is: 

Now see how this works. Citizen 
Smith respectfully asks the State 
Department for copies of any 
treaties, made by the United States 
during 1928, on the subject of arbi- 
tration and conciliation. The State 
Department courteously informs 
him that such treaties have indeed 
been signed as follows: Of arbitra- 
tion, eleven; of conciliation, seven; 
but that only three of these eigh- 
teen have yet been confirmed by 
the Senate, and that therefore only 
those three texts can be imparted 
to Citizen Smith. Our government 
has made fifteen treaties, but we 
are not able to learn what those 
treaties provide! 

Professor WIGMORE admits that 
the chief blame for this delay rests 
with Congress. It will not provide 
sufficient. money to bring these im- 
portant publications somewhere near 
up to Gate. The State Department 
has asked for a larger fund for this 
purpose, but perhaps has not pressed 
it? demands’ with ‘sufficient vigor. 
The result is that printed informa- 
tion of this highly important kind is 
so late and incomplete as to consti- 
tute almost a scandal. Professor 
WIGMORE doubts if it would be tol- 
erated by any other civilized nation. 
It is a matter which Secretary 
STIMSON might well underscore on 
the list of the subjects with which 
he will have to deal-when he goes 
before the committees of Congress 
with the budget for the State De- 
partment. 

In one or two points Professor 
WIGMORE seems to overstress his 
complaint. A great deal of our more 
important diplomatic correspondence 
is given out for publication in the 
press. rather promptly. Secretary 
KELLOGG has taken special pains to 
do this in several major matters. 
Professor WIGMORE thinks that the 
Secretary of State ought to be re- 
quired by law to-publish a full an- 
nual report reviewing the activities 
in his department. during the year.

THE “CRUEL TYRANT?” 


Governor HUEY P. "LONG of Lou- 
isiana has, a genius for creating ex~- 
citement. He is less than forty, but 
there are fireworks all along the 
path of his. career. ..Now’ impeach=’ 
ment threatens on. the widest vari- 
ety of charges heard in Louisi- 
ana since carpet-bag ‘days—charges 
which make the recent philosophical 
trial of former Governor, JOHNSTON 
of Oklahorfla seem, like a college: de- 
bate. He is accused of trying to hire 
a bravo to killa State Representa- 
tive; of attempted bribery of offi- 
cials; of attempted coercion of the 
courts; of misappropriation of funds, 
illegal loans, inciting the militia to 
pillage; of dictatorship, tyranny, un- 
becoming personal conduct and the 
caprying of concealed deadly weap- 
ons. This mélange of indictment has 
been thrown into the House after 
scenes as stormy and violent as a 
fight in-a frontier saloon. 

Old friends have deserted the Gov- 
ernor’s cause, among them Colonel 
ROBERT EWING, the New Orleans 
editor who was largely responsible 
for his nomination. The Lieutenant 
Governor, who campaigned for his 
superior, now asks public forgive- 
ness for ever having supported 
“this most cruel tyrant.” The House 
has risen against the Long adherent 
in the Speaker’s chair and plans dep- 
osition. Many rural elements are 
presumed still to be standing by the 
Governor, and there is no sign that 
he has lost favor with the remains 
of the Ku Klux Klan. Through his 
enforced control of State commis- 
sions and allocation: of their patron- 
age he has an official organization 
which depends on him for its living. 
But when the House, after challeng- 
ing the honesty ‘of the voting ma- 
chines which recorded that it wished 
to adjourn sine die, voted viva voce 
71 to 9 against the Speaker putting 
the adjournment question, it is ob- 
vious that the anti-Long revolt goes 
down to the roots in Louisiana. 

When Governor LONG was making 
his successful campaign for nomina- 
tion his opponents asked: ‘‘ Where 
was HUEY during the high water?” 
It was intimated that his heart had 
not beat warmly enough for those 
whom the then Secretary of Com- 
merce was relieving. But he weath- 
ered this attack as, up to the pres- 
ent, he has weatheréd all others. 
Now comes his great test. Even 
though impeached and brought to 
the bar of the Senate, the Governor 
is expected to prove that he is by no 
means at the end of his resources. 
He has implied that among his 
judges will be some who will face 
his eye uneasily. He has something 
of the battling qualities with which 
BLEASE and VARDAMAN often routed 
their adversaries. He is certain to 
put on a very good show. 





FROM SEVILLE TO BAHIA. 


Rivalry. in aviation between the 
French and the Italians is particu- 
larly keen, not only in Europe and 
the Far ‘East but in South America.

TWILIGHT OF THE EQUITABLE. 


Mayor WALKER appears to have 
signed the, death warrant. for, his 
own offspring when he announced. 
to the Board.of Estimate on Monday 
that the Equitable Coach Company 
would get no further extension of 
time to perfect its, tri-borough bus 
franchise. It may linger on a little 
longer, but its demise cannot be far 
off. A company which balks at 
legitimate inquiry by the franchise- 
granting power deserves no better 
fate. When Mr. DELANEY of the 
Board of Transportation recom- 
mended the grant to the Equitable 
almost three years ago, he did so 
among other reasons because he 
thought it would avoid a “ repetition 
“nf the financial manipulation of: 
“city franchises* * * attended in 
“the past by, corruption and scan- 
“dal.” . Subsequent developments 
lend a touch of irony to that pious 
hope, as they do also to the state- 
ment, made at the same time, that 
“the right of the city to have access 
“to the books of the corporation is 
“ conceded.” 

The Mayor’s policy was wrongly 
conceived in the first place. It recog- 
nized his predecessor’s fondness for 
competing transit facilities. Fortu- 
nately, the Transit Commission had 
to, pass on the Equitable’s applica- 
tion before it could be finally ap- 
proved. This gave an opportunity 
for the B..M. T. and other interests 
adversely affected to present their 
case. The company met with so 
many obstacles that it finally en- 
tered into an agreement with the 
B. M. T. for joint operation of bus 
and surface lines in Brooklyn and 
Queens. This was at least a step in 
the right direction, but it remained 
for Mr. WALLSTEIN of the Citizens 
Union to reveal some of the finan- 
cial implications of the agreement 
and of.the contract between the 
Equitable and the J. G. White Man- 
agement Corporation on which ‘it 
rested. Pressed for details, the 
Equitable balked. 

No matter in what way it may 
be viewed, this outcome can hardly 
give comfort to Mayor WALKER. The 
bus situation is left exactly where 
it was four years ago, and the prom- 
ises he made in -the campaign of 
1925 remain unfulfilled. His own 
favored company refuses to respond 
to. the Controller’s. inquiry, The 
whole incident is certain to prove 
most embarrassing to the Mayor in 
his campaign for re-election. The 
opposition can be depended on to 
make the most of the intrigue and 
manoeuvre and mystery surrounding 
it. Meanwhile the city will be well 
rid of the Equitable and all its 
works. 





THE WELL-DRESSED READER. 


CONSTANCE LINDSAY. SKINNER, 
whose bright fancies have pleased 
child readers as well as grown-ups 
has just discovered that nowadays 
books are not primarily intended by 
book buyers for reading. Like most 
writers and some old-fashioned per- 
sons who still like to read, she had 
thought that the smartly attired 
ladies seen in book shops were look- 
ing for a-work on history or philos- 
ophy, or, in their more frivolous 
moments, for a light novel’ with 
which to while away an hour or two. 
But in The North American Review 
for April she breaks the news. She 
has now learned—what those who 
read certain publishers’ advertise- 
ments found out months ago—that 
ladies of means and social position 
would not think of appearing in pub- 
lic without a pretty volume, well 
matched to the color of madame’s 
ensemble, under her arm. A bit of 
information less generally known 
which she discovered is that the 
well-dressed woman is not content 
with books to match her costumes. 
She must also have her home fur- 
nished with bindings to suit her 
walls and hangings. 

Apparently, any one who would 
take' the trouble to listen to the 
“‘woman’s hour” on the radio might 
have found out the same things. The 
talks are ‘addressed flatteringly to 
“the ladies” or’ ‘‘ the cultured wo- 
men” listening in, and they are all 
announced as of some kind of educa- 
tional value. It seems to be well 
understood that the audience has. no 
time to waste on entertainment alone.

EXCAVATING THE AGORA. 


GILBERT MurRRAY in writing of the 
value of ancient Greece to the fu- 
ture of the world, said that if meas- 
ured in dollars, miles and horse- 
power, it must “ count as a poverty- 
stricken and a minute territory.” 
Nor was the average Athenian “ who 
“sat spellbound at the tragedies of 
“ AESCHYLUS ” superior in conduct or 


goes to town daily, “idly glancing 
at his morning newspaper.” It was 
not so much achievement that gave 
the great age of Greece its extraor- 
dinary and unique value: it was 
the “quality of the mind” that 
achieved, that cared less “for much 
“ good policing than for one free act 
“of heroism.” Most of that legacy 
is above ground, in the spirit which 
Greece has kindled in other peoples, 
in the literature it has left, in the 
philosophy and political ideals which 
came of its ponderings, in the evolu- 
tion of the sciences, in the remains 
of its depiction in sculpture of the 
human forms, and in its architecture 
which is “le supréme. effort du 
‘génie à la poursuite du beau.” 

So precious is what has been in- 
herited in spirit or preserved or 
recovered in form that all lovers of 
Greece will welcome the news which 
came from Athens yesterday that 
the American School for Classical 
Studies has finally been granted per- 
mission to begin excavations at the 
fort of the Acropolis, the site of the 
ancient Agora, and so to unearth 
whatever may yet be hidden of that 
legacy in the very heart of ancient 
Hellas. Perhaps nothing or little is 
left of that glory which PAUSANIAS 
described and preserved to the im- 
agination of the few who can re- 
store to their own vision what others 
may not see. The painting of The- 
seus, Democracy and the People has 
been erased by the hand of time, and 
an image by PHIDIAS which was 
there in the time of PAUSANIAS has 
doubtless been destroyed, but it is 
confidently expected that enough 
will be found to make this, as one 
of the American archaeologists on 
the ground has said, “the greatest 
education enterprise of the century.” 

The project contemplates the ulti- 
mate clearing of about 240,000 square 
meters. This area is not covered by 
tall buildings, most of them being 
only two or three stories. But the 
excavations cannot procee~ in such 
manner as here—that is, with giant 
steel shovels that take up great 
quantities of earth and stone at one 
scooping—for care must be taken not 


to mar anything that still lies there 


and every particle must be screened 
and: examined. Whether the whole 
area will be excavated will be deter- 
mined by the results in one corner 
of it where excavations will now be 
begun under the direction of the 
American School in Athens. It is a 
proud, even if a costly, privilege 
that has been accorded by Athens 
to her cultural Hesperian descen- 
dants. May they bring back to mod- 
ern Athens this ancient centre of 
the civilized world in which philos- 
opher, artist, statesman and peas- 
ant jostled one another in trade and 
in their insatiable eagerness “ either 
to tell or to hear some new thing.”

BANKING PROBLEMS. 


What the Federal Reserve Was 
Intended to Do. 
To the Edttor of The New York Times: 

The thanks of the banking com- 
munity are due to you for your 
admirable editorial ‘‘Lest Bankers 
Forget”’ in your issue of March 20. 

Many bankers do not know. the 
facts that you state. Our system of 
banking stands alone among all the 
nations of the world. 

It was first brought forward in 
1893, was first formulated in 1896 
when a bill to carry out the idea was 
introduced in the House of Represen- 
tatives. The idea immediately re- 
ceived wide support, and four bills 
were introduced in 1898, 1902 and in 
the Senate in 1907. 

As a result of a conference between 
committees from the Senate and the 
House the bill to establish currency 
associations was passed and signed 
by Theodore Roosevelt, having five 
years to run. 

No currency panic has swept over 
the country since that time.. The 
Democrats came then into power, 
and after much . deliberation the 
present bill providing for Reserve 
Banking Associations was passed and 
Signed by President Wilson. The 
measure thus becomes the product of 
deliberations by both parties. It has 
worked smoothly ever since it was 
established, preserving financial quiet 
and now receiving the approval of 
the entire banking and business com- 
munity. 

Foreign nations do not understand 
our system of many national banks 


on which. to build the crowning. or- 
nization which we call Reserve 
anking Associations. 

They find it difficult, therefore, to 
adopt our plan. Their State banks 
stand in the way. They do not give 
adequate with a The change from 
a system with a central bank to one 
with a number of Reserve banks 
taxes their efforts to reach the se- 
curity enjoyed in the United States. 

It will take many years to’ change 
from a central bank.to a Reserve 
banking system. But the. change 
must be made in process of. time.

Solving the Stray Cat Problem. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

An editorial in THe Tres notes a recent 
classification of ‘“vVermin,’’ or .outlawed 
predatory animals, by the New York State 
Conservation Department. The domestic cat 
is included. 

It is true enough that this animal, through 
human abandunment, will revert to a wild 
and predatory state. When a family leaves 
town in the Spring it evicts the household 
cat to shi‘t for itself on the streets. It 
gets a new kitten for the country bunga- 
low and in the Fall ejects it into. the cold 
woods. Prodigious destruction of birds is 
wrought by cats driven by hunger. The 
millions of these starving creatures present 
a total of suffering by cruel neglect sur- 
passing that of all other domestic animals. 
Toward this beast the progress of humane 
relief is notoriously backward. While those 
eaptured and mercifully destroyed may be 
many, they form only a small fraction of 
the total. 

‘But cupidity sometimes rights the wrongs 
which benevolence fails to correct, Cat skins 
are becoming valuable in the fur trade. To 
meet an increasing shortage of fur ma- 
terials, ways and means might be found 
for sweeping hoth slum streets and the 


countryside viean of these outcasts,

the penal code. Perhaps a better way would 
be to enforce the general anti-cruelty statute 
covering the case, which in that application 
is now a dead letter, There s hould, hew- 
ever, be a law to prot 
humane 
eglected.

Three ousand pounds of. nitroglyc- 
erine, red in.a frame shed at 
the B. I,’ du Pont de Nemours com- 
pany’s. uno powder , plant on the

2 o'clock: this afternoon, killing two 
men, one of whom was, in'the build- 
ing atthe time, and spreading & 
terror throughout the countryside 
for forty: miles. 64 

Hight. out of tlhe! 240 children in 
the Gibbstown Grammar’ School, 
three-quarters ‘of a mile’ from’ the 
powder’ plant, were injured ‘by fly- 
ing glass and falling plaster as the 
terrific detonation broke all, the win- 
dows and shook. the building. 

Nearly every window in this town 
of about 1,500 population: was:shat- 
tered. - Many. residences:'and ‘stores 
in other communities within .a twen- 
ty-five-mile radius suffered: similar 
damage as the explosion ‘was felt in

Many Thought It an Earthquake.

TENTH TO BE : ARRESTED 





Former Policeman. Goes on Trial 
Today as One’ of’ Principals— 
More Arrests: Expected. 





A .dramatic scene.:in. the. govern- 
ment’s fight to smash -the interna- 
tional syndicates: which, ‘it has been 
said, smuggle more than $15,000,000 
worth of precious, stones into the 
United States each yéar, was enacted 
on the Cunard liner Ascania’ early 
yesterday morning, as. she. was an- 
chored off Quarantine on. the last 
voyage of the season to this port. 

Gordon H. Pike.and John Roberts, 
agents of the Treasury Department’s 
‘diamond squad,”’ confronted Charles 
Ward, 42-year-old chief steward with 
the so-called ‘‘foréign agent’ of a 
band which, according to government 
officials, sneaked more than $1,000,- 
000 worth of diamonds-past.the. cus- 
toms before they were caught. 

At first. Ward.insisted he was_in- 
nocent, but when he caught sight of 
a short, swart-faced man with the 
agents, he told his story. In his 
cabin, facing a picture of his wife 
and two children, who await his re- 
turn to Southampton, he revealed, 
according to the agents, his connec- 
tion with the band—a connection 
which he said he terminated “sixteen 
‘months ago when he was transferred 


‘i to a Ascania from the,Aquitania. 


was arrested after further 
questjoning by Alvin McK. Sylvester 
and John M. Blake, assistant United 
States attorneys. Later, he was ar- 
raigned before Commissioner Cotter 
and released in $2,000 bail. 


His Arrest Tenth in Case. 


' Ward’s arrest—the tenth in a round- 
up which began last November— 
presaged a dav of important devol- 
‘opments in a case which already has 
involved a John Street jeweler; two 


silk manufacturers and a New York 
City policeman as principals and 
three Cunard Line stewards as 
Dawns in a plot with international 
ramifications. 

The! steward’s arrest was followed, 
Mr. Svivester announced, by a con- 
fession from Leslie Metcalfe, who 
succeeded Ward as chief steward 
second class on the Aquitania, and 
who has denied all guilt since his 
arrest last Friday as his ship was 
sailing. Later-in--the day, Barnet 
Shapiro, the Gloucester silk man in- 
dicted in. the conspiracy, pleaded 
guilty before Federal Judge Frank 
J. Coleman. 

Much of what Ward told him, Mr.

Thousands of small speculators, who 
bought stocks with, the hope in view 
of:passing them on to some one else 
at a higher price,’ have been literally 
thrown out of the market. It is 
axiomatic that.in such violent trad- 
ing as yesterday’s and that of the 
previous day: stocks invariably pass 
from weak hands: into strong ones. 
Whether or not the market has been 
sufficiently liquidated for the mo- 
ment, and ‘whether or not the resul- 
tant contraction in brokers’ loans, 
which will be announced on Thurs- 
day, have sufficiently eased a critical 
financial situation is entirely prob- 
lematical. 

One must go back to the post-war 


deflation of. 1921 to find a compara- 


ble money market. On Jan. 30, 1921, 
the call rate reached 20 per cent. as 
it did on Feb. 5, but conditions ob- 
taining in 1921 and in 1929 are en- 
tirely dissimilar. Commodity inflation 
was then apparent; corporations gen- 
erally .were overloaded with inven- 
tories; security inflation was acute. 
The present situation finds conditions 
almost entirely reversed, with a high 
level of business -activity, moderate 
corporate inventories, low commodity 
prices and inflation evident in but a 
single direction—that in the securi- 
ties market. From outward appear- 
ances, at least, yesterday’s drastic 
decline and that of the previous day 


situation... The supply of call funds 
is exceptionally light and outside 
centres are drawing liberally on this 
centre for their needs. Some of the 
exterior security markets are more 
or less ‘‘frozen,’’ with the main and 
most immediate market in New 
York. That this market ‘continues 
liquid, ._however,. was. quite..evident 
from the vast turnover of stocks yes- 
terday. 

New York banking institutions, 
now .cooperating closely with the 
Federal Reserve Board in their ca- 
pacity -as loaning agents for clients 
and on their own account, made no 
effort yesterday to alleviate the 
money «squceze or to lend aid and 
comfort to the stock market. Most 
bankers take the position that the 
only method. by which funds now 
speculatively employed may be forced 
back into their normal channels of 
business. is. thvough a deflation. in 
stocks, sufficient in size and extent 
to reduce brokers’ loans to a rea- 
sonable ‘figure. It now appears ccr- 
tain that this redistribution of the 
country’s available supply of credit 
is under way and that appreciable 
results are being gained, despite the 
fact that artificial methods of credit 
control must be employed in the 
emergency.

With $106,000,000 Holdings at 
Stake, Road Is Expected to 
Fight In Courts, 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has taken a step which may 
force the hand of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad in the eastern merger con- 
test by informally notifying the road 
that disposal of its $106,000,000 hold- 
ings in the Lehigh Valley and Wa- 
bash Railways would ‘be. desirable. 
Possession of majority interests in 
these two roads has hitherto placed 
the Pennsylvania in a position where 
it -could thwart the consolidation 
aims both of the New York Central 
and of the Baltimore & Ohio and 
Van Sweringen groups. 

Although this move by the commis- 
sion became known yesterday, the 
Pennsylvania. gave no sign of what 
its reaction to the attitude of the 
commission would be. The railroad 
bought its Lehigh Valley and Wa- 
bash stock through the Pennsylvania 
Company, a holding company which 
may or may not be under the juris- 
diction of the commission. Legal 
opinion has been divided as to 
whether the use of the holding com- 
pany freed the Pennsylvania from 
— Poa Clayton anti-trust citation in 

e ¥ 


Court Fight Is Seen. 


With $106,000,000 and dominance in 
consolidation at “stake, it was ex- 
pected in railroad circles that the 


Pennsylvania would make a stern 
fight to retain the stocks. 

Some railroad observers said they 
would not be surprised if the Penn- 
sylvania went to the Supreme Court 
to prove its right to the Lehigh Val- 
ley and Wab holdings. 

The Lehigh Valley and Wabash 
are key lines in the consolidation 
ambitions of the eastern trunk lines. 
The New York Central has long de- 
sired the Lehigh Valley to relieve 
traffic congestion between here and 
Buffalo and with this in mind 
neither the B. & O. nor the Var 
Sweringens asked for the Lehigh 
Valley in the unification petitions 
they recently filed with the commis. 
sion. The B. & O., however, did 
ask the commission to approve the 
inclusion of the Wabash in its sys- 
tem. Thus in the Wabash the Penn- 
sylvania possesses a road desired by 
openly hostile interests while in the 
Lehigh Valley it owns a property 
that could be used as a basis for 
bargaining with the New York Cen- 
tral for the latter’s neutrality or sup- 
port in mergers. 

If the Pennsylvania declines to dis- 
pose of its Lehigh and Wabash hold- 
ings, the next move of the commis- 
sion would be to cite the road under 
the Clayton anti-trust act. That the 
commission is prepared to use this 
law freely in regulating merger op- 
erations was shown on March 13 
when it directed the New York Cen- 
tral, B. O. and Nickel Plate to 
divest themselves of their $40,000,000 
holdings in the Wheeling & Lake 
Erie. The commission took this ac- 
tion although the New York Central 
and the B. & O. had already dis- 
posed of their Wheeling stock to the 
Allegheny Corporation, a step which 
the Nickel Plate contemplates follow- 
ing. The corporation is the $180,000.- 
000 investment company _ recently 
formed by the Van Sweringens to 
further their merger aims. 


Move Might Upsct Balance. 


The Pennsylvania Company is a 
holding company entirely owned by 
a railroad, but the: Allegheny Cor- 
paren is controlled by O. P. and 

Van Sweringen as private in- 
dividuals. The Pennsylvania Com- 
pany controls two roads that are po- 
tential competitors of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, but the Allegheny 
Corporation has full control only of 
the Chesapeake & Ohio and the 
Wheeling, which it proposes to con- 
trol, does not compete substantially 
with the C. & O. 

Since the Allegheny Corporation is 
privately controlled it is outside the 
jurisdiction of the commission. The 
close affilietion between the Pennsy!- 
vania Company and a carrier places 
that company in a different light. 

oye A yr Pennsylvania be com- 
pelled to — of its Lehigh and 
Wabash ston the entire balance of 
power in eastern consolidation would 
be overthrown. The B. & O. would 
witness its rival divesting itself of a 
road whick it earnestly desires for 
western extension. The New York 
Central, which has chosen to main- 
tain an equilibrium between the 
Pennsylvania on the one hand and 
the B. & O. and Van Sweringens on 
the other, would find its policy re- 
warded by the sight of the Lehigh 
Valley it covets placed once more in 
a position where control could * 
acquired. Possessed of the Lehigh 
Valley, the New York Centrol could 
afford to relinquish its share of con- 
trol in the Reading and the Central 
of Jersey to the B. & O., which now 
shares is control with the New 
York Central, but which has asked 
the commission for full- control.

To Survey the Department, 

With the approval of his Honor the Mayor, 
and with the consent of the Fire Commis- 
sioner, a staff of engineers of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters will begin, on 
March 248, a survey of the New York Fire 
Department, This survey will be thorough 
and comprehensive. It will include a de- 
tailed inspection of every department build- 
ing and company quarters, with its appa- 
ratus, hose, tools, equipment and records. 
Company drills and, where opportunity is 
afforded, the operations of companies at 
fires will be included within the survey. 

Divisions and battalions will be visited 
in aceordance with a fixed plan. Deputy 
Chiefs of Departments shall see to it that 
all companies in their respective divisions 
are properly prepared for the survey, Chiefs 
of Battalion, upon receipt of notice concern- 
ing the time of intended visits shall direct 
all officers and members of both platoons 
of companies to be visited. to remain on 
duty until the completion of the survey. At 
least one Chief in each battalion shall be 
present during the survey. 

Members of the engineering staff will be 
identified by a badge reading ‘National 
Board of Fire Underwriters, Committee on 
Fire Prevention.’’' Detailed reports shall be 
forwarded by Company Co™manders, follow- 
ing each visit.
